hauc bewraycd his darkenefle , which he would haue 
the whole world to imbrace asthe true light : which 
things haue ſo deepelic diſcouered him, that he will 
be ſcene topurſue vs as robbers , with this peeuiſh 
hoebub, the deſiruttion of England. This no doubt is 
the firſt cauſe that inkindleth ablindedeuotion in the

therof,as it were,in God, who cannot abide {uchneg- 

| ligence in anie commonwealth, eſpecially of Chrifti- 
| ans, no more than hee couldeabide Adam and Exc in 
The fire of A- paradiſeafrerthey had ſianed-and ſurely the fire of the 
— auncient diſobedience oftthem lyeth yet couertly co- 
quenckedia vs. uered with the aſhcs of droufie ſecuritie,not onelye 
| in cueric priuateman, butin euerie calling: ſothat it 
| ſeemeth our commonwealth, howſoeuer it ſeeme to 
| goin gouernment and truereligion before other nati- 
ons, requireth a kinde of neceſsitic, that this fire bee 
quenched before itflame foorth,to the conſumprion 
| of our whole nation. Tf therefore wee looke toconti- 
.. nue ſafe { howſocuer flender account wee ſceme to 
| make of theſe Spaniſh vauntes) wee muſt looke both 
| eucrie man into himſclfe, and the magiſtrates into 
the whole ſtate : ſo (no doubt ) if they be not partyall 

| in theyr ſearches, they ſhall finde in eueric man, in his

neighbors. And thercfore ſurely it will hardly appeare 
that we haue deſcrucd to be puniſhed, if wee looke no 
furthertha into other men,& ſo let our ſcluespaſſelike 
the ſcape goats: for if cuery one couet tofind the cauſe 
in others,and prienot into himlelfe,there wilbeneuer 
a free man, yet all {ree, foreueric man will condemne 
all bur himſelfe, and yet though none will condemne 
himſelfe,hee ſhall bee condemned of all : And there- 
fore let eucric man acknowledge himſclfe worthie to 
bee puttiſhed,ſo all men ſhallbe condemned bytheyr 
owne mouthes,and {cckeno further witneſle. And this 
(no doubt) is the waic to finde the cauſe why God 
hath called this nation agaynſt vs, as 104) was fornde

our workes, to deſerue puniſhment in his iudgement, 
by our vaholye lives, at theyr handes, whome wee 
knowe moſt affuredly arc enemies vnto the croſle of 
Chriſt Icſus, who prerend in themſclues ſo much the 
more holyneſle of lyfe,by howe much the more they 
ſee vs come ſhort of them inzeale. And the greateſt 
and aſlured{t hope which they haue of their conqueſt 
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is gfounded yppon theyr owne deſeruinges, whereby

How frecly doo the lewde Atheiſtes | 
inthis lande, ſuch as by theyr lives argue there is no 
God, bchaue themſclues in moſt vnreuerent taking 
into theyr vncircumciſed lippes the name of God ? 
How doo they rent him, as much as in them lyeth, in 
peeces? his heart, feete, nayles, ſoule, bodice, fleſh,and 
. eucrie parteand memberot him is abuſed and diſho- 
noured, taking therein dclight, as in a feaſt, Andrhis 
3 ſinne 
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ſtnneis not without ſome colour ofa vertue. Heere is 
great magnanimitic pretended to bee ſeene in theſcelu- 
ſtic tellowes,nay,vngodlye wretches and cowardlyc,I 
would it were tree from great perſons. And this 1s as 
farre from being puniſhed amongſt vs, that he is coun- 
ted too foolith and too preciſe,that will argue the ſame 
to bee a tault.

which is a moſt pernitious vice, and the more intolle- 
rable, becauſe it hath no ſhew of vertue,as other vices 
hauc,and yet of late it hath gotten acoate,buta beaſtly 
coate,yetthe beſtithath,and that forſooth,in drinking 
carouſc,it muſt bee tothe health of ſome greate man, 
and ſometime great men will vie the name of greater 
perſons in this ſwiniſh {inne, vnder colour of wiſhing 
health tothem,as if health could bee maintained by ſo 
oroſle aſinne. TItis intollerable, yet tollerated to the 
high diſhonour of God, who of Chriſtians requireth 
Chriſtian ſobrictic.Doth not this helpe to pull onthe 
Spaniardes ? Yesſurely. And is this all that isamiſſe ? 
Nay letpride come into the ranke of vnpuniſhed vis 
ces. But by yourleauethis is a neate vice, itis a come- 
lyvice,itis a courtly vice, and itis a vice that aboueall 
the reſt may challenge place with verrue, it vice maye 
bee ſo bolde as nowe a daics ic is, and it is ſo plauſible, 
that they that ſhould ſecke to kill it by ſpirituall difſwas |

eucric man exceedeth fofarre, as if it were one of the 
cardinall yertues. And although many lawes ſeemeto 
tend to ſtop ir, ſuch is theforceof it in ali,thatal drinke 
of one cup,and like birdesof a feather, holdeall toge- 
ther - they ſtrayne curtcfie who ſhall begin to re- 
forme it,and yet contend who ſhall exceedin it. Ihaue 
no more to faie,but to aſſure you thatthis is one of the 
ankers that holdeth falt the ſhippe of our perill crothe 
ſhores of our ſeas, And ate theſe all? Alafle no. Letnot 
couc touſneſle be forgotten, which is athirſtie finne,the 
finne of the wiſer fellowes,a husbandl]y finne, & there- 
fore isnot to bee puniſhed in anie caſe,being condem- 
ned of none but of the beggerly minded,as atfirmeth , a. 
the vſurer, the mannor-monger, the farme buier, the yipuniſtable 
hoorder ofgolde and filuer. Bur alas, what fooles are 
theſe,cither they neucrreade it, orneuer heare it,or els 

they forgetit,that Chriſt cries Wo wnto the rich, for that 

they hane their conſolation heere. Bur if this did turne but 

to their owne cuils, it were the more tollerable, It rea- 

cheth to the ruine of the poorerſorte,anditis ſecneſo 
apparantly,& held ſo dearly amongſt vs in theſe daics, 

that itis a faultto be frugall, and therefore to ſpend all 

or ſpare all, are moſt imbraced: the one conſumeth_ 

what anotherhath gorten,the other hoordeth vp what 

by force and fraud hee can get,and thisis meere prodi- 

ealitic in the one, and idoſatrie in the other: the one 

ſpends lewdly, & is prayſed for a gentlemanlike mind, 

and the other keepes wrerchedly, and is counted to be 

a good husband-two horrible cuils,but maiden euills, 

for acicher of them was cuer puniſhed by any lawe,yet 

meerely 
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meerely againſt Gods lawe , and argumentes that they 
are nothing ſeaſoned with the continuance andlong 
vic of rcligion, which teacheth loue : where the rich is 
| to ſupport, relicue, comfort, and ſtead the poore that 
wanthisaide. And ſofarre arethey from theic vertues, 
that they not onely not comfort them, but ſecke how 
to vncloath them, howe to yncouch them, and howe 
to vnfurnith them of landes, )iuing, and all other nc- 
ccflarics. And it isnort lightly to be paſſed ouer, which 
by meanes of theſe cormorants hath euen nowetaken 
holde(as inthe iudgementof God)vppon this lande: 
wherein (no doubt) and as is hclde eucn of ſuch cut- 
throates themſclues , there is ſufficient plentic of 
| corne, butter, cheeſc, and all other neceſlaries, and yet

Itis a heavie indgement of God, when there ſhall 
beca common dearth in a common plentie, as nowe 
thereis, and who ſo affirmeth the contrary isno good 
member of the common wealth , bur {auoreth allto. 
gether of priuate gaine, who grinde the faces of the 
poore with want of that wherewith they abound, But 
ſurely,as for diſobedience to God,there may bea feare 
whereno feareis, ſoby our fruitles profeſſion, whoſe 


cifectes are loue , there may bee dearth where plenty 
is 
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is. And ſurely it were good it were conſidered why ſuch 

a indgement ſhould light ypon ys inthe time of the Goſ- 

pell, and that the decay ot. loue ſhould appeare ſo farre, 

as to ſhut vp, not onely Chriltianirie, bur all humanitic 

among me. VV hy may nota man glance ata great cauſe 

of this iudgement, which as (no doubt) it is one andthe 

fame with that which calleth our enemics, euen our 
finnes?Yet there is apeculiar cauſe which ſtinketh in the 

noſtrils of God, namely, the conſuming of corne, the $,ccjug of 
mecre eaithly bl:{s:ng of God to preſerue man, abut corne to make 
the ſtrengthening of pridegin making of ſtarch. Aroc- — 
ration intolerable. Woe ynto him that brought the de- plenyin © 
uiſe firſt into our land. For it cricth out mainly to God, Gods ludge- 
who will not abide that about our neckes, in pride, that © 
ſhould bee conſumed which ſhould feede our bodies in 

penurie. But it is made (they ſay) with che courſcſt part 

of the wheate. Alas, let not Magiltrates bee deceiued,it 

isthe moſt pureſt of che pureſt corne. Oh chat it were 

reformed: forit is a wofull cuill, drawing with it both 

famine and watrre; and yet this amoog many other fins, 

rrippeth on like a vice that maketh not only the vitious, 

butrhe virmous cotalte of her yanitie. Infinit emilsrhere 
accompante theſe former vnpuniſhed fannes, and they 

arc aſluredly the maine wiade that fill:th as ar were the 

ſailes of the Spanyards to inuade vs, whom the Lord 

hath ſtirred vp cither in mercie to reforme vs, or in 
indgement to puniſh vs. And ſurely as cucry one hath 

his hand in theſe euils, and none car excuſe himſclte 

from bringing, and heaping one ſfinne vpon another, 
bewraying thereby the breach of al our duties to Godia 
generall,in not performing what we profetle; let vs nor 
pcrſwade our [clues of ſafctic,vales wee can frame vsto 
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repentance, and reformation. And as no doubt in this 
the negligent Miniſter hath much to anſwer, by whoſe

The wayfot'vs, ts toretite onr ſelues to 
the Goſpell, and whatwee atethereby raught diligently 
eo follow, both to the confirming'ot them that are alrea- 
dic ſcaled, with the knowledge thercof, as indeede ma- 
Dy arc in England : and to turne againe the moſt ob- 
.durate , and wilfall ſinners from their obſtinate rebel- 
lions, againſt ſo louing a God. And ſurely voleſſe the 
dew of Gods ſpirit bee meerely dricd yp in our hearts, 
the word of Godtoyned with the reuerentand faithful 
yſe of his hohte and blefled Sacraments,ſhall worke our 
regeneration, and ſhape'in vs new thoughts, new affec- 
tions, new. endenouts;/and new hearts: ſo that we ſhall 
fo fatre forget our old vanitiesand naturall inclinations, 
as  Abrahamforgat his owne countrey and his fathers 
houſe: and wee ſhall have as longiog a defire to frame 
our 
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our ſelues, according to the will of God, and to goeto 
him in well doing,as 4 brahars had to goeto the land 
of promiſe.

VV he 
Toſua had brought taem into the lande of Canaay, as 
Queene Elizabeth hath brought vs1nto the lad of truth, 
into the light out of darknes, he declared ynto them the 
benefits that God had beſtowed vpon them,to the ende 
that they might bee the more ſtirred vp by the remem- 
brance thereof, obediently to follow G OD, that had

Hereby was the counſell of © {chit ophel made void,and 
tooke no effect againit Daxid: and if wethereinrepare 
vnto our God,all theſe threats,greatprouiſion, and huge 
hoaſt of Antichriſt ſhall be made likewiſe fruſtrate, as it 
hath beene once, freſh in our memories, whe he fought 
for vs by bis windes, and brake their power by his pro- 
uidence. Therefore let ys ſet not onely this his late mer- 
cic before our cites, wherein hee defended vs and con» 
founded them: bur appliethe exampleof Hezekiah,who 
prayed againſt the inuaſion of his enemies, with their 
invincible armies, at whoſe petition GOD flue of the 
Aſſjrians 185000. men, 2.
